"published" in a limited edition, which serves to give me e few copies for 
distribution among those actually working - who are very few - and to protect 
my riglits, which is largely fictitious. I think it is enough to jsil several of 
those most responsible for the unnecessary tragedies following the first. Your 
help is at e crucial moment, for duplicating the final copy, prepared for the 
offset camera (end God knows when thet will be), has to be Xeroxed. is one 
of three books with which I em doing, this. The first has been written since 
August of 1967. I call It ROST MORTEM : THE SUPPRESSED KENNEDY. AUTOPSY. T he, 
eventually, may be the third part of thet book, though it is today separate end 
is celled POST MORTEM III: SECRETS OF TEE KENNEDY AUTOPSY. The 

materiel for the second part has been in hand for more than a year. The only 
reasons it isn’t written is boceuse I spent that time doing the work Garrison 
was not doing, in his own jurisdiction. That did not make me ?/elcome, and the 
greater my successes, the more unwelcome I begaraa. The thi*d of the books, the one 
I em now posting up, is 80UP D’ETAT* I haven’t decided on a subtitle yet. Right 
now I expect to "publish" it tomorrow, if I can complete tin work planned for today 
without interruption- and if we ere not iced in from the thawing cf a snowstorm. 

Peul end He? L have read PM and Cd’E. Paul has a copy of the former. I have asked him 
to let me know when he’d like th reed PM III and told him he may copy if he’d like. 
It will be added to before printing, end the eppendix will by then be completed, but 
the essence of the content is there. If you would like to read this, and the others, 
you are welcome. If Paul want to copy this, I’ll keep one set unstapled to make it 
easier. 


Unt?.l the end of the case in chief in ^ew Orleans I had planned to 
do the second part of PM as f°st cs possible, then return to oth^r books partly 
written, first to be AGENT OSWALD. Now I wonder if I’ll have to^he kind of book h 
thet might, today, be publishable, a first-person New Orleans book telling what 
didn’t happen and -hat did. The materiel I turned u^ there is most exciting, and 
it was ignored, save when misused and given, improperly, to others. I do not raesn 
on attack on Garrison, though who can defend the professional incompetence of his 
presentation. I mean to tell the story he didn’t and should have, together vi th 
the story of him and his office - and me, and others. x have discussed this with 
Paul. If, some night, all of you ere together, I’d appreciate collective counsel. 
Eventually, this will have to be done as an historical record. The question now 
is. must it now bo done so the issue will not be stifled? Son the imposed-upon 
faith of so many decent people can be restored.
